« I received safe the letters your lord- 


‘ship so kindly forwarded to me, and beg 
you toaccept my thanks. 

“The oficial- despatches, to which 
you refer mc,contain nothing more than 
what we had seen in the actof parlia- 
ment, viz. “ Offers of pardon upon sub- 
mission; which I am sofry to fitd, as 
it must give yur lordship paia, -to 

be ‘sent so faron so hopeless a busi- 


` ness. ; 


« Directing pardons to be offered to 
she colonies, whoare the very parties 


finjured, expresses indeed that opinion 
of our ignorance, baseness and insensibi- 
lity, which your uninformed and proud 


of üs ; butit-can have no other effect 
than that of increasing our resentments. 
Tt is impossible we should think of sub- 
mission, toa government that has, with 
the most. wanton barbarity and cruelty 
burned oar. defenceless tgwnsin the 
midst of wintér: excited the savages to 
massacre our peaceful farmers, and our 
slaves to murder their masters ; and is 
even new bringing foreign mercenaries 
io deluge our settlements with blood. 
These atrocious injuries have extin- 
guished every spark of affection for 
that parent country, that we once held 
so dear; but were it possible for us to 
forget and forgive them, it isnot possi- 
ble for`you, I mean the British nation, 
to forgive the people you have so hea- 
vily injured. You can never tonfide 
again inthose,as feliow subjects, and 
permit them to enjoy freedom, to whem 
you know you have given such just 
causes of lasting enmity ; & this must 
impel you, were we again under your, 
royernment, to endeavor to break our 
spiri: by the severest tyranny, and ob- 
structing by every means in your pow. 
er, our growing strength and prosperi- 


s“ Yourlordship mentions “ the king’s 
paternal soticitude for promoting the 
establishment of lasting. peace, and u- 
nion with the colonies.” If, by peace, 
be here meant a peace, to be entered 
into by distinct states, now at war, and 
his majesty have given your lordship 
powers to treat with us, of such a peace, 
I may venture tosay, though without 
authority, that I think a treaty for that 
purpose net quite impracticable before 
we enter into foreign alliances: but I 
am persuaded you have no such powers. 
—Your nation thought, by punishing 
those American governors, who have fo- 
meated the discord; rebuilding our 
burnt towns ; and repairing, as faras 
possible, the mischiefs done us, she 
might recover a great share of our re- 
gard,& ihe greatest shareof oun growing 
commerce, withal! the advantages of 
jthat additional strength to be derived 
from a friendship with us; yet, I know 
too well her abounding pride and defici- 
ient wisdom, to believe she will ever take 
such salutary measures. Her fondness 
for conquest, asa warlike nation ; her 
lust of deminion, asan ambitious one ; 
and her thirst fora gainful monopoly, as 
a commercial one, none of them legiti- 
mate causes of war, will join to hide 
from her eyes every view of her true in- 
terest, and continually goad her on, in 
these ruinous distant expeditions, so 
destructive both of lives and of treasure, 
that they must proveas pernicious to 
her inthe end, as the crusades former- 
Yx were» to most of the nations of 
Europe, 

“ I have not the vanily, my lord, to 
think ofin'imidating by thus predicting 
the effects of this wai y Tor, Tkaow that 
it will in England, haye the fate ofall 
my former predictions, not to be belicv- 
ed till the event shall verify it. 

«Long did I endeavour, with unfeign- 
ed ard unwearied zeal, to preserve from 
breaking that fine and noble porcelain 
vase, the British empire ;.for,I knew, 
that being once broken, the seperate 
parts could not retain even their share 
of the strength and value that.existed ia 
the whole, and that a perfect re-union of 
those parts could scarce ever be hoped 
for. Your lordship may possibly re- 
member the fears of joy that wetted my 
cheek, when at your gocd sisters, in 
London, you. once gave me expectati- 
onsthat areconcilation might take place. 
I had the misfortune to find these cx 
pectations disappointed, and to be trea- 
ted.as the’cause of the mischief I was 
labouring to prevent. My consolation, 
under that groundless and malevolent 
treaiment, was that I retained the friend- 
ship of many wise and good men, inthat 
country, and among the rest, some share 
in the regard of lord Howe. 

“ The well founded esteem, and per- 
mit me to say, affection, which I shail 
always have for your lordship, make it 
painful to me to see you engaged in con» 
ducting a war the great ground of which, 
as described in yonr letter. isy “the ne- 
cessity of preventing the American 
trade from passing inio foreign chanels.”’ 
To me, it scems that ncither the obtain- 
ing or retaining any trade, how valuable 
soever, is an object for which men may 
justly spill eack other’s blood; thatthe 
true and sure means of extending and

to the expense of compelling is aud 
holding it by fleets andarmies.

DEPARTMENT OF WAR, 
OcToBER 24th, 1817. 
SIR, 

I am directed by the President to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of the letter 
which you addressed to him on the 4th 
instant,in relation toa subject which has 
unfortunately given rise to an unpleasant 
controversy between the Corporation 
of New York and the General Officer 
commanding thetroops of-.the United 
States in that Department. 

Had it been known to the’ President 
that the erection of buildings on the 
main land, ceded to the United. States 
adjoining the Battery, at.New York, 
was contrary to the wishes of ,the 
Corporation of that city, he ‘would hot 
have authorized the erecting of them ; 
and he deeply regrets, thet he’ was 
not apprised of the fact before the Cor- 
poration underiook to direct . their 
Street Commissioner to perform an 
act incompatiblc, as he thinks, with 
the cession of soil made by the corpor- 
ation of New York, and that: jurisdic- 
tion made by the state to the’ United 
States, we 13 

Whether the United States -have or 
have not a right to erect buildings of the 
description contemplated by the com- 
manding Generalonthe ground ceded 
tothem by the Corporation of New 
York, is a question on which you just- 
ly observe, the judicial authority is, 
perhaps, alone competent to decide. 
Until such decision, the President 
deems it improper to perform any act 
which may be considered a relinquish- 
ment of the right. With thisreserva- 
tion he does not hesitate, in a ‘spirit 
of accominodatinn,to yield to the wishes 
of the. Corporation and the citizens of 
New York. I have thé pleasure, 
therefore, to inform you, that. orders 
nave been given to prevent the erec- 
tion of the buildings in question, & to 
remove the materials.
